For School District 


Taking cautious’ cognizance of | 
Several “ifs”; Menlo Park  Ele- 
mentary School District trustees 
this week submitted a proposed 
tentative budget of $690,502.40 for 
study, to the county school super-| 
intendent. ; 

The “ifs” came in the form of 
estimates of the school district’s 
assessed valuation. If all goes 
well and if the’ district’s value 
proves as high as anticipated+— 
$26,000,000—the district will be 
able to operate. at about $1.48 per 
$100 asessed valuation. 

Meanwhile, heeding the close 
margin under: which’the district 

will be operating, trustees this 
week called’ for ‘studies. on 
whether or not it would be more 
economical to “farm out” gard- 
ening work than have it done by 

‘district personnel, and how most 
economically to control weeds in 
district play areas, and other 
items. 

‘The budget submitted for coun- 
ty approval, in ‘work sheet” form 
is not the final one.: District trus- 
tees set Aug:°2°as date for their 
annual: public “budget hearing; by 
that: date the assessed valwation 
of the district should be ‘known 
and:a firm rate may be assigned. 

At present, the district antici- 
pates an estimated income of $327,- 
725 from state apportionments, 
money carried over from: thé pres- 
ent operating: ‘hudget, “and ‘other 
sourees. - : 

If.the district's valuation proves 
as high as anticipated, figuring in 
the five percent deducation requir- 
ed:on the basis thafsome taxes 
might be delinquent,: the. district 
could garner an additional ‘$377,- 
625 if it used a $1.50 per $100, 
assessed valuation tax rate. 
TOTAL INCOME 

The total income from tax and 
other sources would then exceed 
the: budget figure by about $11,- 
000. 

As shown in the “work sheets, 
budgeted expenses would: be: 

Administration and’ administra- 
tive ‘salaries ,$22,492; certificated 
salaries of instruction, $399,185; 
other salaries ‘of instruction, $24,- 
145.40; instructional supplies, $19,- 
120; textbooks, $1000; library costs 
$5389; other instructional expens- 
es, $765C, 

Auxiliary services (health ser- 
viee and county psychological 
services) $13,000; plant opera- 
tion, $62,980 (this may be cut 
if a cheaper’ way te do district 
gardening can be found); main- 
tenance’ of school plant, $20,590; 
fixed charges (also to be re- 
shaped, possibly, depending on 
how,‘or if, insurance rates drop) 
$24,080 transportation, $18,900. 

Community services and con- 
tracts with the city of Menlo Park! 
are expected. to cost $3795. 

An anticipated capital outlay of 
$43,176 is. shown in the budget, a- 
ong with an undistributed reserve | 
of $20,000 and a general reserve 
of $5000. ; 

District. Superintendent Mel 
Homfeld explained’ that the cap- 
ital outlay item has had one of 
the largest rises of any category 
over that of last year’s budget.

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Call for Plans 
To Make School . 
Earthquake Proof 


Menlo Park Elementary School | 
| District trustees this week called | 
{for preparation of plans “as quick-| 
ily as possible,” to guide the re-| 
| construction of the central unit of 
Fremont school to bring it up to} 
| the standards of the state’s earth- 
| quake code. 

The action was taken after the} 
| reading of a report by F. W. Kell- | 
berg, engineer, which officially no-| 
tified the district that the old cen- | 
| tral portion of the school—includ- | 
ing two classrooms, part of the | 
basement and some hall and of- | 
fice space—did not conform to the} 
rigid state requirements. | 

With receipt of such notice, the | 
trustees would have had to aban-! 
don use of the rooms within 60, 
days anyhow. 

Architect Kingsford Jones re- | 
iterated his estimate’ of about 15 | 
months ago, in which he figured 
the cost of rebuilding the struc- 
ture at about $40,000. Added to 
this would be about $190,000 for 
a central heating system. 

Money for the work will come! 
from school district bond reserves 
of about $95,000, which had prev- 
iously ben set aside for the pur- 
chase of a school site in Stanford 
Village, should such ever become

The storm of protest that has arisen over the request of 
Clarence Kavanaugh for rezoning to residential of some 130 acres 
of currently industrial land near the Hiller Helicopter plant in 
East Palo Alto has brought into focus a matter with which the 
entire Peninsula area should have been more concerned for many 


years. 


The constant influx of population into California naturally 
has created a great demand for new housing. Thus it is not sur- 
prising that residential developments have crept out onto the 


bayshore mud flats as they have. 


But these newcomers to our state must find employment as 
well as homes, and that means the devclopment of new industries. 
Not all of them can make a living in retail and service enterprises, 
serving and selling to each other. There must be a growth of pro-| 


ducing facilitics as well. 


Too often, we’ think of this fundamental balance of our 
cconomy only in terms of the tax base. True enough, we cannot 
go on building homes, adding more children for our schools to 
educate, without cither paying ever higher taxes or attracting 


new industry to help shoulder the load. 


Even more fundamental, however, is the fact that more and 
more homes crowding out available industrial areas also crowd 
out the possibility of employment for the residents of those homes. 
There will come a day when some residential developer will find 
his hemes, no matter how low-priced, going unsold because no 


one can fing employment in the area. 


Conie that day and the value of every house and residential { 


lot,on the Peninsula will drop out the bottom. 


We believe that in the present instance, the Kavanaugh re- 


quest, we are facing the place to draw the line: 


Not only is the land in question more suitable for industrial 
than for residential use. Not only is the Ravenswood school dis- 
trict already hard pressed for tax support. Not only would the 
proposed development constitute a threat to continuance here of 
Hiller Helicopters, the one industry already located in the area. 

In the long-range picture, we are going to need that area, now 
zoned industrial, as an attraction to the industry necessary to 
support the home-owners who will be moving into other resi- 


dential tracts, already so designated. 


The county planning commission must hold the line, not only 


in this case, but in any similar cases that may yet appear.

Why Taxes 
Are High 
In Menlo 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 

In previous columns we have 
compared the relative tax posi- 
{sons of Menlo Park and San I’ran- 


had 60 per cent more assessed val- 
Park, and that only 9.3 per cent of 
San Franciseo’s population were 
in public elementary and high 
schools compared with 20 per cent 
of San Mateo county’s. 

San Francisco also benefits from 
a third factor, entirely unique in 
California. Under the Collier- 
Burns act adopted by the Legisla- 
ture about half a dozen years ago, 
cities get % cent of the gasoline 
tax, divided among them in the 
proportion that each city’s popula- 
tion bears ta the total city popu- 
lation of thy State. Counties get 
15% cent, divided among them pri- 
marily on the basis of motor ve- 
hicle registration. 

Now San Francisco is a con- 
Solidated city and county, the 
only one in the state, so it gets 
a cut both of the city slice of the 
gasoline tax and of the county. 
The same is true of motor ve- 
hicle license fees. 

Most counties, including San 
Tateo, spend their gas tax money 
exclusively outside the limits of 
incorporated cities. Several coun- 
ties, Los Angeles, Orange and Ala- 
meda, share some of their gasoline 
tax money inside city limits. | 
But San Mateo county does not. 

So all gasoline tax funds we get 
are the city share only, while San 
Francisco has both the city and 
county shares to spend inside, and 
no rural roads to maintain. 

Now if Menlo Park were a con- 
solidated city and county, we 
would get all of the gasoline tax | 
money we now do, plus an even 
larger apportionment as a county. 

Sounds fantastic to speak of 
Merlo Park hecoming a combin- 
ed city and county? It is, and 
there are insuperable legal ob- 
Stacles in the way. 

Were Menlo Park and Atherton, 
plus present unincorporated is- 
lands, to combine into a consoli- 
dated city-county, there would be 
a population of about 30,000 and 
an assessed valuation of over $40,- 
000,000. It is interesting to note 
that of California’s 58 counties, 
such a county would rank 37th in 
population and 40th in assessed 
valuation. 

I am citing these figures not 
with the idea of promoting a local 
city-county, but rather to indicate 
the substantial economic strength 
of Menlo-Atherton.

Planis Can Be Refres 


If Householder Plans for Their Proper Care 


By TERRY LEE 


The gardener who looks forward 
to his vacation in July or August 
may also be wondering about what 
will happen to his garden and lawn 
while he is gone. 

A little planning and extra care 
a few weeks b2fore vacation time 
should carry the garden through 
unattended for two weeks. 

Longer vacations than that re- 
quire that some provision be 
made to have the lawn cut and 
flowers and grass watered. This 
kind of work can be handled by 
a high school boy in the neigh- 
borhood. The many other main- 
tenance jobs, if handled before 
vacation-time, can be neglected 
as long as a month. 

First comes the lawn, which 
should be cut the day before de- 
parture, and will be safe for two 
weeks. Longer than that is dang- 
erous, as the grass begins to mat 
down and die out. 

The lawn can better stand lack 
of water. Though the grass may 
brown, the roots are not dead, and 
watering will revive them. 

Spraying and dusting should be 
done two weeks before vacation- 
time. A thorough dusting with 
DDT or chlordane of the whole 
yard is a good precaution. I also 
set out snail bait and spray my 
fruit trees and tomatoes with bor- 
deau. 

THEY’LL RETURN, TOO 


Garden areas should be culti- 
vated and all weeds pulled up. 
There will be weeds to greet you 
on your return, but in small size. 

I stake all tall plants, like glads, 
dahlias and tomatoes and tie them 
as high up as possible. Vines 
should also be caught to their sup- 
ports. Pinch back all plants that 
should remain bushy—chrysanthe- 
mums, zinnia, ete. 

Feeding of plants should be 
done two weeks before leaving, 

as they need extra water during 
this time and probably the new 
burst of growth will need pinch- 
ing or staking. 

Try not to leave any plants’ in 
flats or shrubbery unplanted, as 
they may die from lack of water 
or overcrowding. Plants need 
daily watering and some shade 
for a week or two right after 
planting, so try to get this done 
long before leaving for vacation, 
or postpone it all together. 

The biggest problems will a- 
rise from a lack of water. Give 
your lawn three or four extra 
soakings the week before leav- 
ing. The soil soaker should be 
run several hours around all 
shrubs, and the flower and veg: 
etable garden should get extra 

soakings like the lawn.

If you have time, wash off the 
leaves of shrubs—this will remove 
dust from the pores and knock 
off mites and aphis. 

You can give your house plants 
a summer vacation by setting them 
outside in the garden. Sink them 
in the ground, pot and all. Be 
sure to pick a spot that will keep 
them protected from the sun and 
wind. 

They will benefit from the 
fresh air and the weekly garden 
sprinkling. Do not leave a sauc- 
er under a pot that will catch a 
lot of water. 

If plants are left in the house 
they should be set on a board sus- 
pended over a partially filled bath- 
tub. 

A wick of soft string in the soil 
of the pot and dangling in the 
water in the tub will carry enough 
water to keep the plant fed.

“Pinching back” means the re- 
moval of the growing tip of a 
plant to encourage side shoots. 

In the case of marigolds, snaps, 
zinnias, petunias, chrysanthemums, 
such treatment produces bushy, 
well-formed plants, and many 
more flowers. 

Pinching may delay bloom 
slightly, but in the long run, 
plants are healthier and more 
productive. 

Plants that grow with one main 
stalk of bloom (like balsam, cocks- 
comb, hollyhocks) should never be 
pinched. 

The reverse of pinching is “dis- 
budding”, where all the side buds 
production of a superior terminal 
blossom. Dahlias, cosmos, peonies, 
chrysanthemums and roses are 
often treated this way to produce 
exhibition-size flowers.

Be it hamburgers or steaks, 
chicken or spareribs, or even fish 
—it can be barbecued. By the way, 


eating out-of-doors on the home 
lot—many of us have enjoyed the 
same meals even more in an away- 
from-home setting. 

Mrs. Dorothy Redding, whose 
treatment of crab meat dip we 
mentioned last week and whose 
way with the barbecue sauce we'll 
take up, among others this time, 
is one of those. She takes along a 
portable barbecue grill with fold- 
ing legs when she picnics at the 
beach or a mountain spot. 
ELECTRIC SPIT 

Mrs Redding has an electric ro- 
tating spit on her brazier-type 
grill at home and has tackled just 
about any meat possible—includ- 
ing a beautiful and massive rolled 
roast of deer. * 

Like most good cooks she has no 
special recipe. She sometimes mar- 
inates the meat before—depend- 
ing—but most of the time just 
browns it on the grill and then 
bastes it liberally with her sauce. 

For marinating, she combines 
olive oil and... . wine, garlic, on- 
ions and seasonings. Often just 
“whatever is around.” This last 
seems to be the “rule” for most 
of the outdoor chefs. 

More specifically she sprinkles 
in a few fresh or dried herbs, gen- 
erally the ones recommended for 
the meat to be used. For instance,

He combines 1 cup olive oil, 1 
clove garlic (or garlic salt), 2 
tablespoons vinegar, 2 tablespoons 
worcestershire sauce, 1 tablespoon 
salt, 1 teaspoon paprika, ‘2 tea- 
spoon pepper, and 4 cup catsup. 

Sometimes he adds '4 cup water 
to this, when he uses it for a mar- 
inating sauce. It’s good on steak 
or spareribs, and when barbecuing 
spareribs he marinates the serving 
—sized pieces for several hours
